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Railway Commission 
Rate Decision 


Benefits Our Farmers i 


An Ottawa despatch last Saturday 
says: 

Advantage to grain growers of the 
west is lower and uniform freight 
rates and less money for the rail- 
way seems the probable effects of 
the order just issued by the railway 
commission following a most exhaust- 
tive inquiry in to the freight rate 
structure. 

Both the Canadian Pacific and the 
Canadian Natonal Railways are af- 
fected, and it is their claim th 
reduction ordered will not find com- 
pensation by any increased volume 
of movement or by increased pro- 
duction, 

There are four outstanding points 
in the order: 

(1) The rates on branch lines— 
those governed by the Crow’s Nest 
agreement, not to be exceeded—are 
to be reduced to the same basis as the 
main lines. 

(2) The rates on grain and flour 
from prairie points for export via 
Pacific ports is to be on the same 
basis as the rates to Fort William. 

(8) The rate of 34 1-2 cents per 
hundred on wheat and 33 cents or 
other grain over the National Trans- 
continental line from the head of the 
lakes to Quebec, is reduced to 1€ 
cents per hundred, and Quebec is put 
on the same basis as Montreal in re 
spect of export rates on grain fron 
Georgina Bay ports and from Tor. 
onto, 

(4) The tariffs on merchandisc 
from the prairie distributing centres 
are ta be revised to securing the ad- 
vantage of short line milage. 

The case took over a year in ite 
hearing and the record comprisec 
11,500 pages of evidence, apart fror 
the extensive exhibits. While the 
different commissioners arrived at 
their conclusions from somewhat 
varied angles, they unite in the or- 
der that has been issued, 

The reasons for their findings are 
very voluminous, and will be issue 
later. The order goes out in ad- 
vance because of the beginning of 
the grain movement and the reduce 
rates called for are to be effactivc 
September 12,

“While all the portents incline to- 
wards steady social and industria’ 
progress in Canada, the Dominion is 
not without her problems, and per: 
haps the most outstanding is that 
concerned with the population of thc 
prairie provinces,” W. H 
Geddes, a London journalist, who has 
been touring the provinces, “Intec 
Winnipeg, while I was there, there 
seemed to be a continual inflow of 
mid-European people who I was in. 
formed, were then distributec 
throughout various parts of Manito- 
ba. Into Saskatchewan and Alberte 
more foreign people are being intro. 
duced than British, 

“This state of things is causing 
anxiety to many good Canadians 
They. regard this filling up of the 
western provincas with non-Britist 
people as a menace to Canadianism 
The authorities are anxious to see the 
prairies populated, and they have noi 
been over particular as to ways anc 
means, hoping that from the melt- 
ing pot will emerge a race Mfinitely 
and distinctly Canadian.

“There is an openly expressed de- 
sire among many well informed Can- 
adians, anxious for the welfare of thc 
Dominion, that immigration shquld be 
taken out of politics. If this were 
done, there could be no suspcion that 
a certain kind of immigration was be- 
ing fostered in the inter@ts of onc 
party or another or in the interests 
of any pasticular religion.

Mr. Baldwin, when visiting Kingston, Ont., heard 
that this titan of the stee) rails was an‘all-Canadian product, designed by Canadian National Railway 
engineers.and built at the Kingston shops, rly on Saturday morning No. 6120 was attached to the 
Noyal Train to haul it into Toronto to mark the opening of the new Union Station, Mr. Baldwin, 
wthough busily engaged in the preparation of his speeches, halted in his work to make an inspec- 
tion of the engine, eventually climbing into the cab with the engineer, He showed the keenest in- 
terest in the manner in wljch the big locomotive was handled when travelling at high speed, and 
worked the various levers controlling the engine, “It is 2 wonderful piece of machinery and should 
be a source of pride to the Canadian designers and builders,” said the Premier on leaving the loco- 
motive, No, 6120 is one of forty engines of similar type that are being turned out this season for the 
fast passenger and freight services of the National System.

Opening For 
New Industry 


i Climate Particularly Adapted For 
Raising Rabbits For Their Pelts 

The use of rabbit fur for commer 
cial purposes 1s becoming increasingly 
{prevalent and will doubuess con: 
| Unue to do so, Rabbit skins are bein 
| used more and more extensively to 
j replace higher priced furs both iu 
Canada and the United States, In a 
| bulletin on “Rabbits,” distributed by 
j the Publications Branch, Department 
;of Agriculture, Ottawa, the striking 
fact is mentioned that the world’s an- 
uual production of rabbit sking at the 
present time is near the 200,000,000 
mark, Canada imports hundreds of 
thousands of these skins every year. 

Except for use as trimmings or for 
children’s cheap furs, rabbit furg are 
only substitutes for, or imitations of 
the higher grade and better weartny 
| furs; consequently, the price paid for 
individual rabbit’ skins will probably 
never be very high. However, the 
price paid for prime rabbit sking 
animals killed during the winter— Is 
such that, plus the amount realized 
for the meat, there Is a good margin 
of profit over the eost feeding. 
There is, at present, a good market 
for rabbit skins in the Montreal Fur 
| Sales, 

These facis show that there is a 
fleld for rabbit breeding in Canada. 
Our climate is particularly adapted 
‘to this industry and, given proper 
care and management and the selec- 
tion of suitable breeds, as described 
}in the bulletin, rabbits, as a side line, 
elther on the farm or in the back 
yard, should prove to be an apprecia-

Excerpts from Law. 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard 
ing same: 

1, A postmaster is required te 
give NOTICE BY LETTER (return. 
ing the paper does not answer the 
law), if the subscriber does not take

the paper out of the office and states 
the reason for jts not being taken. 

Any neglect to do so makes the post 
master responsible to the publisher 
for payment, 


2. 


If any person orders his paper 


discontinued he must pay all arrears, 


or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount, whether the paper 
is taken frag the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made, 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether he 
has subscribed or not is responsible 
for payment. 

4, If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
seriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office, This 
follows the sound principle that a 
man must pay for what he uses,
